I hastened on board on arrival of the steamer and persuaded the entire party 
to remain on the steamer and let me buy tickets to Genoa, and so transferred 
them ‘from the deck of one steamer to the other without ‘coming ashore. The 
entire party were thus transferred .and left Constantinople after a stay of 

about :24 hours. Dr. Wheeler though ‘very feeble had ‘improved somewhat during

My information is that the lawyers are opposed to the execution of 
the Sultan’s “Irade” for expulsion, but he is pressing them to find if possible 
some way to execute it without violating the principles of international law 


in regard to treaties. This matter is under consideration at the present 


moment. I do not think it is very probable that such a report will be ee 
as will encourage His Majesty to go forward in this matter. My information 
also is that the late Minister in Washington, Mavroyeni ie: te now interested 
in pushing for the execution of the “Irade” for the. expulsion of the nissionaries.

Some time ago 1 wrote you in regard to the desirability 
of taking some steps towards putting the Boys’ High school at Bardezag into 
better surroundings, and I think the Prudential Committee approved in princi- 
ple of the suggestions made at that time. They were not able, however, to 
make any grant to carry these suggestions into effect. 1 think at that time 
the majority of the missionaries in this locality were in favor of the removal 
of the school from Bardezag to Nicomedia because the church and Protestant 
Community at Nicomedia seemed to be far more energetic and seemed to be willing 
to assume responsibilities and to be more progressive than could be affirmed 
of the community in Bardezag; and also because of the more central situation 
which the school would have if located at Nicomedia. The events of the past — 
| year, however, have shown us that it will be absolutely hazardous to attempt 
_.the removal of the school during at least the present administration. A new 
permit would need to be obtained. It is very doubtful if having surrendered 
the permit we now have for the sehool at Bardezag we could get another to 
substitute for it. It also appears that as Bardezag is a little removed from 
the main line of travel and is exclusively an Armenian village the school there 
enjoys a freedom which it could not expect to have in the capital of the Pro- 
vince of Nicomedia. In view of these considerations Mr. Chambers has. been 
led to abandon all thought of a removal of the school and to seek to make the 


best provision be can for it in Bardezag. The former Girls” Boarding School 
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I attempted to sell it to native buyers. In view of her long service and the fact 


‘fy One building at least ought to be erected at once and the old Girls’ Boarding

through for the people of this land. fhe trip though undertaken wholly for 
rest and change has incidentally been the means of bringing us into closer 
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(Rev. Judson Smith, D. D., 3.) 
contact with the sympathetic Christian people of Germany and has sueceeded in 
opening doors for supplies for the coming winter far exceeding my largest hopes. 
I am also in correspondence with many other Committees in burope. A very 
appreciative and sympathetic letter from Count Bylandt in Holland, the President 
of a large Committee there and a prominent member oi the Evangelical Alliance, 
speaks of a considerable contribution as possible from nolland during the coming 
Winter. 

E am to meet early this norning with the British Relief Committee for 
resuming again our work in connection with the distribution of the funds 
collected by the Duke of destminster’ s Committee. 

The deplorable events of the. last few weeks have filled the Armenians here 
With terror and they are leaving the city in large numbers. [his will probably 
effect our staff of workers and render the procuring of assistance during the 
coming winter somewhat difficult. I shall hope to write to you later on as 
the work progresses during the coming months. May we not hope that America 
will continue her liberal contributions for this afflicted people? 

Allow me in closing to reply to a remark to which Dr. herrick has called 
my attention in one of your letters to the effect that the expenses of my 
vacation might properly be taken in part from the relief funds. fThis seems to 
be Dr. Herrick’s opinion also. It seems to me we cannot apply funds given to | 
us for the distinct purpose of relieving the distressed Armenians in this country 


to the uses of members of our own missionary staff without rendering ourselves ~ 


liable to the charge of applying to our own uses and comfort funds placed in 


our hands for the needs of others. | feel verystrongly on this point, especially 


aS Tunds here are in my care.

She was largely dependant on the Missionaries both here, at the head quarters, 
and on the field. They came, as the time went on, to use us more and more, 
and I think acquaintance ‘oeciiead our relations. The invitation to Miss Bar-

’ ton and Mr.Puliman to spend the 4th. of July at our island retreat seemed to 


complete ‘the matter, and drive away the last remnant of reserve between us. 
Miss Barton declared quite of her own accord that she had never before spent 
so pleasant a “Fourth” anywhere. We had a goodly company of Missionaries, 
some representing British, some German nationality, while of course the ma- 


jority were American, but we had the British and German as well as the Ameri- 


can flags lovingly crossed and our themes were of course of broader scope than 
jingoism would dictate. 


Our gathering was in quite a retired place on the summit. of our 
beautiful. island from which over the blue waters was to be seen on one hand 
the Great City and on the other beyond wide stretch of the Marmora the high 
ridge of Mount Glympus. It was a beautiful day, and our open air banquet. 
was in all: respects, a success. I do not wonder that Miss Barton as She sat. 
on the high hill, and looked upon the beautiful landscape found her muse and 
became poetical. She never ceased afterwards to talk about that day, and-our 
second gathering at which the reports were read,(held on the same spot as. the 
first) was after all a meeting at. her request. It. really seemed as if she 
could not be contented to leave Constantinople bill she had once more spent. a 
day on our pleasent island (Proti) 
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I wish she had said less about the Turkish officials, Sultan etc. and what. 
she did say had been more moderate in her praise of them. She came to see 
before she left. how much greater was our share of the relief work than hers: 
and than hers: could be. She saw too that, the whole work could not. be pass+ 
ed over to her care, and ought. not. to be so done. I am confident that the 
Red Cross movement operated, with the many changes and disappointménts in-. 
cident to the call,coming and delays in getting to work, to lessen the sum which 
might have been got from America rather than otherwise. Had we had the field 
to work, as we worked Germany and Switzerland and other parts of Continental. 
Rurope, when we have now many large and active Committees the money result. 
would have been greater.

Your request for an appropriation is 
out. of our usual line of grants, but I take it as an appropriation from 
the Boston Committee and will. so represent it to the Relief Committee — 
here. Mr.Leopold Favre representing the Swiss Committee is here. His 
Committee has asked me to send from their funds 2,000 francs to this same 
purpose, which I have done. This is £t88. 1 supplement. this with a grant. 
from American monies in our Relief Funds. of £t150 this will make £t238 or a 
little over $2,000 I have written at once to Dr Fuller to make him acquaint— 
ed with this addition to his available funds. 

You will: be glad to know that our Continental Committees. are 

responding nobly both for relief and orphan work, so that.we are now ahead 
of our Committee’s regquirements, and have a good balance on hand to meet. the 
calls for seed and tools which we are sure to have in the Spring. 
Mr .Favre referred to above, has just put £t1,300 into my hands 
for an Orphan Bmergency Fund to meet immediate needs,from this we have given 
£t500 to Mr.Chambers to open an orphanage in the ola Girl’s: §chool Building | 
at Bardezag where he can care for about 50 boys. This will. insure him his 
expenses for one year. I have just had £stg7,000 from the Relief Committee 
in New York, of which £stg3,000 was for orphan work. 


I think we are getting the money into the field now as fast. as 
it. can be used.

Community of America as to whether the Armenian Protestants could have 
the right of participating in electing orelates and members for the 
Communal Councils, that is, could they elect or be elected members in 
the organization work of the two dioceses into which the Armenian Con- 
gregation of the United States is divided. 

There are a large number of Armenian Protestants in America 
and without their participation it would be difficult to manage the 
School and the National administrative work - but on the other hand it 
was Objected that there has been no former example in which the Armen- 
ian Protestants have taken oart in the Councils and Administration pro- 
oper to Armenians only. 

The question having at last been laid before H.H.the Gatholi- 
cos, H.H.has by a decree authorized the Armenian prelates of America 
to accept the oarticioation of the Armeno-Protestants.

Certain it is 
that after that event they passed new rules intended to drive female appli-

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In view of the present situation Mrs Stapleton does not 
feel inclined to make a request for a permit to practice as a physician 
but leave the task of opening for the second time this olosed dgor, to 
some one better equipped for the contest than she now is and who bas money 
and time at her command sufficient for the task. It is a task that we . 
ought to address ourselves to sometime in the near future. The field for 
female practitioners is too inviting and too full of promise to abandon. 

It is jealousy and cupidity on the part of the Medical authori-+- 
ties that keeps it closed save to male applicants for they know ful] well 
that to open it means to them loss of a very lucrative department of their | 
practice. These men in authority are able to bring influences to bear that 
_ will hold the door fast closed and prevent educated ladies from qualifying 

for the profession. It will take a hard fight to overcome them but no na- 
tionality is so well .able to accomplish the task as ourselves. ek 
I have called on the Consul General with Mrs Stapleton and ar- 
ranged for the beginning of the case.

"The sub-committee on Turkish missions have had submitted to 


tensions greatly affecting the peace of the church and the Prot- 
estant community at Trebizond, extending over many years, &nd in 


which the missionaries and the cfvil authorities had become in- 
1. Annual Report of Trebizond station by Rev. Mr. Parmelee, May 14-990. 
which Mr, Parmelee's withdrawal from Trebizond is recommended. 


3. Letter of Rev. K.0. Dwi ght of June 7, ‘90 stating that notwith- 


standing Mr. Parmelee's objections and explanations at the Annual 
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ire of the Westem turkey mission his withdrawal was 
by the mission; also the Anmal Report of the mission detailing 
this action. 

4. Letters from Rev. Mr. Péteies of June 9,13,June 26, and July 
95, '90 in explanation and remonstrance. 

5. Letter from Dr. I.F.Pettibone July 15, ‘90, giving the action 
of the Commi ttee-ad-interim on an appeal by Mr. Parmelée, re- 
affirming the action of the mission. | 

6. Letter of Rev. R.M“~Cole of that mission now in this country 
dated June 14, 1890 counselling ki fey in respect to the withdrawal 
of Mr. Pammelee. 

After carefully considering these velddd hots documents and en- 
deavoring to weigh the whole matter, the Committee are of the opin- 
ion that while Mr. Parmelee has undoubtedly been unwise in some of 
the steps he has taken, the aachitdén was one of great difficulty, 
in which the best intentions could scarcely inSure one against 
some mistakes that recent developments show @n improved condition 
of affairs and Prospect; and that therefore it 
would be most condtcive to future peace and prosperity and due to 
Mr. Parmélee for the mission to delav action in the matter and to 
retain Mr. Parmelee at Trebizond at least for the present.* 

It is only right that I should add to this transcript of the us 
report which was adopted by the Prutential Committee the assurance 
that the Committee fully appreciate the importance of the essen- 


tial unanimity of the action of the mission in this case, &@nd have . 


given great weight both to that aetion and the grounds upon which > 
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Se. 
it rested. They do not feel sure that the dA 108 ‘pidpouéa by the 
mission may not prove to be the wisest, perhaps the only practica- 
ble solution of the ‘question. At the same time they have felt 
that any serious hazards that might attend the delay of action pro- 
posed in the report would be more than compensated by the relief 
to the feelings of a veteran missionary who has acted with the 
best intentions and the best wisdom he could conmand in very dif- 
ficult and trying positions. It is hoped that delay will relieve 
the situation, and clear up matters, 80 that the course of future 
action shall be plain to every one;- either that Dr. and Mrs. Par- 


melee may well continue to reside at Trebizond and administer the 


station as hitherto, or that the change proposed bv the mission 
is undoubtedly the only one that can meet the necessities of the 
ns Dr. and Mrs. Parmelee, after such delay, we can but be con- 
fident will mo re readily coincide with the judgment of the mission, 


wha te ver that judgment may prove to be when the next annual meeting 


takes up the matter. It is only right for me to say with posi- 
tive assurance that the Prudential Committee is disposed to give 
very important weight to the action of the mission, confirmed as 
it has been by th committee-ad-interim at a later date, and that 
in almost all cases such action would be decisive. meir hope is 


that by the delay proposed a happy solution may be reached and 


at any rate 2 conclusion in which the judgment of the parties most 


interested shall be measurably satisfied. 


II. The question pertaining to the proposed opening of 8 boys’ 


boarding school at Smyrna has also been in the hands of the sub- 
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4. 
committee and reported upon by them ata recent meeting of the 
Prudential Committee. Somewhat full correspondence with Mr. 
MeNaughton and also with Mr. Bartlett of the Smyrna station now in 
this country, has been had upon this question. Without taking ac- 
tion at present the Committee has referred this whole subject to 
the next Prudential Committee which will be chosen at Minneapolis 
next month. Doubtless within two months or so this question will 
be again brought forward and some definite conclusion reached. 

The Committee had learned by personal communications from Mr. Me- 
Lachlan that he is Gesirous of entering the service of the Beard. 
The knowledge had of Mr. McLachlan before he went to Turkey and 
211 that is known of his services there have inclined the Comnitt ee 
to a very favorable judgment of his qualifications for missionary 
service, and correspondmce has already been entered upon with him 
looking toward his appointment as a missionary of the Board and 
Some place of work in Turkey. Should the decision of the Pruden- 
tial Committee be to open a boys’ boarding school at Smyrna un- 
doubtedly Mr. McLachlan would seem best adapted to that work and 
be designated to it; but his appointment seems desirable irrespec- 
tive of such special designation. 


III. The paper upon the subject of the estimates, submitted by 


Messrs. Brooks, English and Fowle, and adopted by the mission to be 


communicated to the prudential Comnittee has also been in the hands 
of the sub-committee on Turkish missions and they have. reported 


thereon to the Prudential Comnittee. i give you herewith a trans, 
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De 
seri pt of the report submitted by this conmittee and adopted by 


the Prudential Comnittee. 


"The Committee on the Turkish missions have considered & me- 
morial senf throughthe Secretary, Rev. Dr. Smith, from Rev. Messrs. 
Brooks, English and Fowle dated June 1, 1890, and 
addressed to the Prudential Comnittee requesting infornation re- 
specting the future policy - the Board in reference to native 
helpers, deploring the reductions in the amounts granted for na- 
tive agency, and nia the reduction of the force of mission- 
aries if there is to be further reduction o£ amounts expended in 


native agency. 


"The Committee have endeavored to appreciate the difficulties 


which confront these honored brethren in consequence of the limitéd 


funds at their disposal for native helpers; but they feel that we 
have no larger force of American missionaries in the field than is 
absolutely necessary for the permanent success of the work, and 
that their maintenance is of course . first charge ,and that it 
is impossible for the Board to foretell how large a fund it will 
have at its disposal for native work. It hopes to be able to do 
as well in the future as in previous years, but Gat eannot pledge 
any definite sums except from year to year. This sub-conmittee 
would therefore recommend that the Secretary be reqiested to reply 
to the memorial in the line indicated in shaie: expressions.*® 

You will observe that the action of the Prudential Comittee 


closes with the recommendation that I be requested to reply to the 
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6’. 
memorial in the line indicated by the expression of the above re- 
port. I do not know that much is needed additional to the obvi- 
ous suggestions which are made therein. The clear and unanimous 


judgement of the mission that no larger force of missionaries is 


needed in the field than is at present employed is of mterial 


wei, ght,and undoubtedly in the difficulty which the Prudential Com- 


mittee continually finds itself embarrassed with to find a supply 
of laborers for its newer missions in the populous Empires of Asia 
end: ths vast Continent of Africa, it would be something of @ re- 
lief to feel that the missions in the turkish Empire were al- 
ready sufficiently mamed. At the same time the Committee is 
very clear in its judgment that the money expended by the Board in 
the support of its omeieves in the Turkish Empire, as Well as. 
.n other fields, is money most wisely expended, that bears most di- 
rectly upon the great chit tow which the Board has established and 
is mainta ining its missions abroad. Undoubtedly this is the judg-— 
ment of tre members of ‘che Western Turkey mission. tbe is 

no want of appreciation of the native agency, of its importance e as 
the growing part of the force which cultivates our mission fields, 
as representing that element which is destined at length to make 
needless the further labors of missionaries and of the Board it- 
self; and the sums of money which are called for by our missions 
Penn wie to year in aid of the native agency are granted With great 


satis faction, and we should gladly make them much larger than the y 


are. In this respect I do not doubt the Committee is perfectly 


at one in feeling and thought with the mission. The desirableness 
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of keeping the amount that can thus be applied from year to year 


essentially uniform is obvious as a matter of convenience and as in 
some rood degree vitally affecting the work. If the Sum to be 
disbursed in our foreign work were left to the decision of the 
Prudential Comnittee, undoubtedly this matter could easily be ar- 
eeiewat but since the Committee di sburse a sum fluctuating from 
year to year, depending upon the concurrent will of multitudes of 
churches anda yet greater multitude of individuals, the situation 
can never be arranged with methodical preci sion, and must be liable 
to considerable changes from year to year. The missions of the 
Board we are sure appreciate this situation and have always been 
most considerate in accepting the conclusions reached at these 
Rooms. We camot doubt tmt this will continue to be the case, 
and that in this respect the Western Turkey mission will not fall 
behind its sister missions in the Empi re or in other parts of the 
World. 
IV. The only remaining point which has been considered by the sub- 
cmmaubie and reported upon to the Prudential Conmittee pertains 
to the action of the mission in regard to the matter of the Theo- 
‘camaue Seminary. The sub-comnittee mad ¢ its report upon this 
subject yesterday and its report was accepted and the recommenda- 
ti ons inc luded therein adopted. — That report runs in the follow- 
ing terms. 


. "The sub-committee on the Western Turkey mission have consi d- 


ered the action of the Western Turkey mission at its 49th annual 


meeting wherein the following recommendations Were adopted. 
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"Whereas the conviction of the necessity and the strength of 
the desire often expressed on the part both of the mission and 
of the brethren of the native churches for a central Theo. Semina- 
ry at Constantinople has increased rather than diminished with the 
lapse of time, Resolved: 
1. "That we respectfully request the Prudential Conmittee to give

this question at its meeting in 1336. 
2, “That in the meant ime until the final arrangements can be 
made for the establishment of such a Saninary, as one that seems 
to = both desirable and ‘aiiaideiieiis we recognize the necessity of 
strengthening in every way in our power the mission Seminary while 
it is at Marsovan. Therefore we make the following recommenda- 

"a. That in view of changes inicircumstances and chiefly the

"b. That the Trustees of the Seminary be authorized to secure @s 
onal as possible a fully equipped Rative Greek to take part in 
instruction in the Seminary, and tt the Prudential Committee be 
reque sted to provide for his support.

years or once in three years be left to be decided by the Faculty 


of the Seminary according to the number of applicants. 


“d. That the mission specially request the Prudential. Committee 
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to set apart the sum of $1000 to be expended, as soon @s it may be 


wisely, in the purchase of books for the library of the mission 
Seminary. *® | 

“ The Marsovan delegates to whom were refe rred several recommen- 
dations to increase the orticiency of the Seminary reported three 
additional recommendations which were accepted as follows. 
1. "That we contemplate in future two classes of students,who may 


be styled full course students and partial course students,of 


whom the former only srall receive the regular diploma of the 


Seminary in the English language, while the latter may be givenwrit - 
ten . certificates in their vernaculars stating their degree of pro- 
gress in study. 

ns studente of the se two courses together will be given in 
the vernaculars, as heretofore, the principal branches, such as ex- 
egesis of most be liek parts of Scriptures, Natural Theology, 
Dogmatic The olory, Church History and Homiletics. 

3, "An advance sill be made upon the course, as here> 
toefore given, by the introduction, for the full course students, 

of special courses in the English language of such subjects as 

the Principles of the interpretation of Scripture, a Comparative 


view of the non-Christian religious system, the Relations of

“ Your Comnittee recommend the following reply to this action 
of the mission 


“The Prudential Committee have learned with interest the action 
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Empire, and of their readiness to consider suggestions from any 


taken by the Western Turkey mission at its recent annual me et ing 
in respect to the Marsovan Theological Seminary and the renewed 


expression of their desire for the establishment of a central 


Theclogical Seminary at Constantinople. The Committee desire to 
assure the brethren, both of the mission and of the native churches , 
of their deep and unfailing interest in the question of raising 


up &2n able and devoted native ministry for the churches of the 


source that bear upon this matter and to welcome all new light that 
may be given. As to the first request, that further considera- 
tion be given to the action of the mission at its meeting in 1336 
in respe¢t to the establishment of a diskuaiis at Constantinople, 
the Comnittee makes this\suggestion. 

After long and patient consideration, and much correspondence, 
the Comittee early in the year 1336, submitted to the mission a 
carefully devised plan for the opeming of a Theological Seminary 
Constantinople, indieating certain ions upon compliance 
With which the plan should go into effect. The letter of the 
Secretary conveying this result to the mission, with ample explana- 
tions, bore date January 20, 1886. Up to the préednt date no 


information has been received at these Rooms showing that the plan 


has been accepted or the conditions fulfilled; and thus no oc¢asion 


has risen for the further consideration of this subject by the 
Gomnitteec. 


The Committee also observe that while the action of the mis- 
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ll. 
sion indicates that the thoughts and desires of the mission and 
native brethren then expressed remain unchanged and have even in- 


creased with the lapse of time, no new facts are alleged, and no 


indication is given that the plan and accompanying conditions pre- 


posed four years ago are now accepted. 
In view of these facts the Committee sees no occasion for the 
furmbher consideration of the subject at present. 


With the second general recommendation that “we recognize 


the necessity of strenethening in every way in our power the mission 


deuteary while at Marsovan" this Comittee is in the heartiest ac- 
ak — me re detail it a pp roves of the preposttion to change 
the sessi: on of study so as to be from the middle of September to 


about the end of April, and it recommends that the employment of a 


native Greek be authorized, and that the questim of receiving a new 


class once in two or once in three years be left to the Faculty of 
the Seinary to decide: and that the establishment of two courses 
(full and partial) for students be algo left to the wisdom of the 
Faculty and Managers to decide. We would also approve of the 
recommendation of the ‘anil delegates concerning the int roduc - 
tion of the proposed special courses for full course students.*® 
Upon this report I can hardly think that much comé€nt is re- 
qui red. The merits of the question thus suggested “A to the es- 
tablishment of a central Theological Seminary at Constantinople 
were consi dered the Prudential Committee bé cause the prac- 
tical situation as stated in the report seemed to make such con- 


sideration needless. If I were to say more it would be simply to re- 
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peat what the report very happily expresses, namely, that the Pru- 
dential Committee is ready always to sonsjider fresh: suggestions 
and rec@ive new light and to review its own conclusjons at the sug- 
gestion or desire of the mission upon this very important question. 
It feels itself perfectly in s ympat hy with the controlling desire 
of the mission and of the native brethren, that an able and thor- 
oughly trained native ministry be prepared in the best possible 
way fer the maltiplying evangelical churches in the Turkish En- 
pire; and it rejoices in every evidence afforded by the native. - a8 
churches and their pastors of their deepming practical interest 
jn this great wndertaking. 

No estimate was submitted by the beskanei einstein or by the 
mission for the Greek teacher ae en in the Seminary at Marsovan. 
| This very likely could not be done until negotiations had proceeded 
much further than at the time of the annual meeting. Othe r mat- 
ters which need attention in the official correspondence will be 
considered at a later date, The length of this letter is already 
quite sufficient, Should there prove, however, to be occasion for 
further explanation in rerard to any of the points mentioned above 
I shall be most happy to learn the fact and to rat myself to 
the task.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO WHICH WAS REFERRED THE 
LETTER FROM THE COMMITTEE OF THE PROTESTANT 
COMMUNITY 


This Committee recommends the adoption of the following minute, with 
the resolutions thereto appended, and the approval of the accompanying paper 
on the means of supporting the Protestant Chancery, and the transmission of 
the same to the other Missions of the American Board in Turkey, to the 
Provisional committee of the Protestant Community, and to the Synod of 
Bithynia now in session in this city: 

Seeing that in the natural course of events the various institutions es- 
tablished in Turkey by Missionary agencies pass as they become self-support- 
ing into the hands of the local and native communities, being regarded less 
and less as in the category of American institutions ; and | 

Seeing that the civil organization of the Protestant Community is human- 
ly speaking the main reliance of the native Evangelical communities for free- 
dom of development in prosperity and self-support, and the chief means of 
protecting the primary schools, the village preachers, and the colporters which 
the Missions are instrumental in maintaining in this country; and 

Seeing that grave forebodings have been aroused by the long continued 
disorder from which this Civil Organization has been suffering, with its con- 
sequences of the refusal of the authorities in many places to recognize local 
Protestants and their Pastors or preachers, and the threatened overthrow of 
the Evangelical churches, and the extinction of the chartered rights of the 
Community : 

REsotvep: 1. That we rejoice to learn from the Provisional Central Com- 
mittee of the community that an effort is being made to place this organiza- 
tion on a solid foundation and that it has hopes of collecting an amonnt 
equalling about L.T. 250 per annum from the natiye Protestants of the Em- 
pire, and of obtaining a similar annual grant from various foreign Societies 
for a few years, provisionally to carry on the Chancery while the organiza- 
tion is being put on a more solid basis, 

2. That in the view of this Mission, with the efficiency of this Civil Or- 
ganization is closely linked the very existence of the local institutions which 
the Missions have planted with prayer and fostered with affectionate solici- 
tude during long years. 

8. That we recommend to the Missions of the American Board to ask 
from the Prudential Committee, as a necessity for the maintenance of the 
liberties of its Missionaries and their native co-laborers, the following sums

4. (a) That approving of the considerations set forth in the accompany- ee 


ing paper we endorse in principle the endowment plan for making the Pro- 
testant Chancery what the importance and dignity of the establishment seem 
to require, expressing it as our opinion also that the sum of L. 12,000 seems 
a modest estimate of the amount needed for such an endowment. 

(b) That while eventually appeals endorsed by the various Missionary 
Societies working in this land may with propriety be made in America, Eng- 
land and Germany, yet in our judgment, previously to such appeals earnest 
and well-sustained efforts should be made — all the Protestants of the 
Turkish Empire. . 

(c) That we deem it wise that some provision should be made in the 
aaa Law for preventing the accumulation of funds in the Treasury of 
such a Chancery, and for such a use of surplus funds as will be impartial 
and equitable to the different branches of the Protestant Community: 

5. That we make these recommendations on the understanding and the 
condition that the perfection of the civil organization by securing the draft- 
ing and promulgation of an organic Law as speedily as possible, and the ap- 
pointment of a Permanent Executive committee, accepted and approved by at 
Teast the Protestant Community of the Capital will be pressed to a conclu- 
sion. And to the end of a complete regularization of the situation, we, as 
interested friends of this organization beseech our brethren of the several 
Ecclesiastical Unions, Churches, and Communities in this country, putting 
aside all denominational and other differences, to give hearty support, both 
moral and material to this effort, for on this civil organization depend many 
of their priveleges, and in this case division means destruction.

THE MEANS OF SUPPORTING THE PROTESTANT CHANCERY 


Being the paper referred to in the above minute, and approved by vote 
of the Western Turkey Mission June 3, 1890. 


Assuming the necessity under the existing methods of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, of an efficient and well-supported Protestant Chancery, and assum- 
ing that this necessity will be sufficiently recognized both by the Protestant 


| 
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Communities in this land and by the different Missionary organizations at — 
work in it to secure a partial support at least for a time, the question still 
remains now to make ample and permanent provision for such a Chancery, 
The desired end may be sought by either of two methods, viz., (1) By col- 
lecting the necessary funds year by year, or, (2) By the endowment plan. 
The one involves continuous effort, the other, one final and decisive effort. 
The following considerations seem to us of weight to justify our preference 
of the endowment plan to the method of raising funds year by year. 

This latter method will naturally depend for its supplies upon grants from 
Missionary Societies, the revenue from fees, and amounts collected annually 
in some way from the people. | | 

(1) Grants from Missionary Societies. It is not at all likely that the 
Societies will wish to continue making such grants for any very long ‘ae, 
even to the extent of the amounts now proposed. 

(2) Fees. The revenue from fees in the provinces being required for 
local expenses, the Community at Constantinople is the only one to which 
the Chancery can look for revenue of this kind, At present the amount 
realized from this source is only about L.T. 50. What it may become in 
time depends of course upon the growth of the Protestant community. But 
there seems to be no probability that it will for a long time to come amount 
to any very considerable proportion of the sum estimated as essential. 

(3) Collections among the people. (a) The present financial condition of 
the Protestant Community renders it unreasonable and hopeless to ex- 
pect that any very considerable sum may be realized from this source. Ex- 
perience in the past suggests great doubt as to whether the amount of L.T. 
200 expected from them can be realized (making with the fees referred 
to above the annual revenue of L.T. 250). If this amount together with the 
amounts requested from the Missionary Societies could be depended upon 
year after year, there would still remain to be collected at least one half 
the total amount estimated as essential to meet the annual expenses of the 
Chancery. | | 

(b) If the Community increases in numbers and material strength, as we 
earnestly hope that it will, there will still be a great demand upon their liber- 
ality for religious and educational enterprises, and it seems chimerical to 
hope that they will at any assignable date be able to raise the needed amount. 

(c) It should be remembered also that the resources of the Protestant 
Community as well as of the other Communities, are subject to great varia- 
tion and unsteadiness from the frequent recurrence of famine, from the un- 
certainties of business enterprises, and from all those peculiarities in the pre- 
sent condition of affairs in Turkey which act as repressing and stifling in- 
fluences upon the industries of the country. | 
(d) But even assuming that the Community is now or “ an early date 
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will be able to carry the whole burden of the Chancery, we are still con- 
fronted with the very serious problem, how the money is to be raised. : 

1. An enforced tax is out of the question. It appears that the Turkish 
Government, far from aiding the non-Muslim Communities in collecting taxes 
for the support of the institutions of those Communities, positively forbids the 
employment of force for such purposes. 

2. It would be unwise to place dependence upon voluntary contributions 
to be renewed year after year. The labor and difficulties connected with the 
mere matter of collection would alone constitute an almost insuperable objec- 
tion. But besides this, reasons of dissatisfaction and complaint, real or imag- 
inary, are sure to arise. Full subscriptions one year may be followed by 
great deficiencies the succeeding year. The moral bond existing between a 
pastor and his flock, and prompting to regular and conscientious effort does 
not exist in this relationship. ‘The great mass of those from whom contribu- 
tions might naturally be expected, would in all ordinary circumstances per- 
haps utterly fail to appreciate their need of an expensive chancery. Very 
likely, however, they would be the first to complain if circumstances should 
arise in their own experience which should cause them to feel the inconven- 
ience and possibly the hardships connected with an inefficient Community or- 


ganization. 


3. It is worthy of note that the old established Communities of the Ar- 
menians and the Greeks, though supporting very expensive Chanceries, do not 
rely upon the voluntary contributions of the people, and that they would feel 
inconveniences such as have been suggested in regard to collecting funds from 
the people, whether of the nature of an enforced tax or of voluntary subscrip- 
tions. They are spared these inconveniences (1) by the very considerable 
revenues which in so large communities may reasonably be expected from 
fees, but (2) principally by generous donations and legacies from wealthy 
men, permanently invested and bringing in large revenues which place their 
respective Chanceries beyond the apprehension of financial embarrassment. 
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
